President and First Lady 
Madison fled the White House. Then, in September 1814, the Battle of 
Plattsburgh (Lake Champlain), where the U.S. forces secured our northern 
border with a stunning victory over a larger British force. On December 
15,1814, The Hartford Convention formed by a group of Federalists to dis- 
cuss secession from the Union. The Convention's proposed seven amend- 
ments to protect the influence of Northeastern states. Finally, on December 
24, 1814, one day before Christmas, the Treaty of Ghent was signed ending 
hostilities. The British and American diplomats agree to return to the status 
quo from before the war. A busy year for such a little dime to slip past the 
avaricious hands of merchants and the public in its full, original pristine con- 
dition!

1879. Flowing hair. PCGS graded Proof 58. From a proof only mintage of 425 coins. Housed in a PCGS grading holder, this historic nearly uncirculated qual- 
ity Four-Dollar gold piece, or "Stella" as it came to be known, was proposed to solve a couple of problems facing the United States system of coinage in the 1870s. 
The first was to make a coin whose "intrinsic measure and value" as part of the design was sufficient to make it useful as an international trade coin. The other, 
as a bone tossed to the silver "interests" as they were called, was to strike these in an alloy that used either 4% silver or 10% silver, thereby increasing sales of this 
semi-precious metal by the silver mining states. For all its intended merits, the Stella project was soon abandoned. But only after 425 1879 Flowing Hair coins 
were minted, split into two groups, 25 of which are considered "originals" and made in 1879, followed by 400 strikes from the same dies made in 1880 after 
Congressmen got involved in the proposal and wanted representative samples, for purely altruistic purposes. This is among the most eye-catching Proof 63 exam- 
ples bidders will see or third-party graders will certify. It has nice reflective "mirrors" that have a hint of satiny luster typical of the issue. The presence of faint 
striations running diagonally through Liberty's upper hair is also entirely consistent with the series of $4 coins. On the present specimen, there is some central 
weakness which is diagnostic. No doubt this was a pocket piece at one time and still comes down to us this day from the family from which it descended the 
past 100 plus years. As noted numismatic author David Tripp has pointed out, though most of these coins were saved, a few pieces made it into circulation, hav- 
ing been passed by members of Congress to proprietresses of Washington's bordellos. An endlessly-popular denomination, the 1879 Flowing Hair $4 Stella has 
long been prized as an integral part of a complete United States gold coin collection or Type set.

One of the first acts of the new Mint Director, Henry William DeSaussure, after Pres. Washington had appointed him (1795) over his own protests, was to 
announce his two major ambitions for the Mint. The first of these was to place gold into circulation; the second, to improve all current coin designs. His prede- 
cessor, David Rittenhouse, about May 1795, had already ordered Robert Scot to prepare dies for half-eagle coinage. DeSaussure publicized the Mint's readiness 
to coin deposits of gold, and on July 31 he signed his first delivery warrant, authorizing the Coiner to transfer to the Treasurer of the Mint a batch of 744 half 
eagles. Between then and Sept. 16 the Mint released 8,707 pieces, thought to comprise 2,749 Wide dates (Breen encyclopedia estimate) and 5,958 Close dates. 
Die life in those days was excessively short die life, requiring the mint to resort to numerous die pairings to get this small number of coins minted. The Director 
interrupted coinage; otherwise the mintage might have been higher, because he wished the Coiner's Department to begin issue of eagles, or $10 coins. 


Robert Scot designed the 1795-98 Small Eagle coins. Scot's ultimate source for his obverse design is unknown. Probably he copied some unlocated engraving of 


a Roman copy of a Hellenistic goddess, altering the hair, adding drapery and an oversize soft cap. (This is not the pileus or liberty cap seen on other issues of 
America's coinage.) 


This specimen is close to MS62 in quality, and is superior to some MS63 specimens we have seen. That being said, with MS62 coins selling in excess of $100,000 


today ($109,250 6/06 and $126,500 3/06), this offered coin could easily approach six figures. Trends is $75,000 in MS61 which seems low, and Trends in MS62

In 1915 visitors from all over the world converged on a veritable new city that had been built of lath and plaster on the San Francisco shore front. Building upon 
the tradition established by the 1876 Centennial Exhibition (Philadelphia), 1892-1893 World's Columbian Exposition (Chicago), the 1900 Paris Exposition, the 
1904 St. Louis World's Fair, and other such events, the Panama-Pacific International Exposition showcased marvels of technology, art, history, and science. 


After the event ended, nearly everything was torn down. An exception was the Palace of Fine Arts, which, while never intended to be a permanent structure, sur- 
vived to be used to store fire engines and other municipal equipment. In recent times it has been restored. This building in 1915 was the numismatic focal point 
of the Exposition. Under its huge dome was Farran Zerbe's Money of the World exhibit and, after the fair's closing, his concession to sell the remaining Panama- 
Pacific coins by mail order. The price of $100 on these precluded all but the very wealthiest individuals from buying. For this reason, only 483 of the round for- 
mat $50 gold coins got sold. The rest were returned to the Mint and melted. (#7451) Ex: The Property of a Lady.

She ranked third among their gods, after Jupiter and Juno, Minerva also was worshiped as the goddess of wisdom and of 
crafts, namely weaving and spinning.) Aitken used a more down-home emblem for his reverse, a "wise" owl perched upon a pine branch. Minerva's owl is gold- 
en and beautiful, and we'll just say “wise” on this foremost of all U.S. commemorative gold pieces! What a spectacular way to preserve the occasion than by this
